Chilly winds blew over Allan Tanner, a 
merchant navy veteran, as he sat in his 
wheelchair watching the Remembrance 
Day ceremony in Grand Parade Thursday. 

Wrapped in blankets, he still managed 
to salute in honour of his fallen comrades. 

“Lost also in these wars thousands of 
innocent victims, civilians, and military 


personnel alike,” Rev. Patricia Malin said 
in her address to the crowd. 

“War memorials all around the world 
testify to the fact that the fallen live forev¬ 
er in everyone’s hearts.” 

For Second World War veteran Vern 
Westhaver, among the first Canadian 
troops to hit Juno beach on D-Day, the cer¬ 


emony brought back a lot of memories. 

At 88, the former Signal Corps radio 
operator says he still thinks about all the 
guys that didn’t make it. 

To this day, Westhaver said, he some¬ 
times wonders if it was all worth it.

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Convention centre 
talks forging ahead 

O Estabrooks confident municipality and province can come to an agreement on convention 
centre O Federal government yet to commit funds for ‘Nova Centre’ O Estabrooks expects 
unified voice between province and municipality in seeking money from feds 


Provincial and municipal 
staff will meet Friday to 
continue negotiations on 
funding for the proposed 
convention centre for 
downtown Halifax. 

Halifax regional council 
publicly announced its sup¬ 
port for the project on Tues¬ 
day, following a marathon 
session that lasted more 
than 12 hours. Council’s 
support is subject to pend¬ 
ing negotiations with other 
levels of government. 

Council voted 22-2 in 
favour of the project, then 
stayed behind closed doors 


to decide how to respond to 
the province’s offer. 

With the Jan. 14 signing 
deadline fast approaching, 
it’s now up to provincial 
and municipal staff to try to 
work out a deal acceptable 
to both levels of govern¬ 
ment. 

Transportation and In¬ 
frastructure Development 
Minister Bill Estabrooks 
said he is glad to hear the 
municipality is behind the 
project. 

“My compliments to 
them for spending those 
numbers of hours and days 


going over it. Now the dia¬ 
logue has to continue,” he 
told reporters Wednesday. 

“We look forward to ... 
getting down to reviewing 
what they consider accept¬ 
able.” 

Estabrooks admitted the 
timeframe is “of some con¬ 
sequence,” with funding 
yet to be secured from the 
federal government. Feder¬ 
al MPs are scheduled to 
break for the holiday sea¬ 
son on Dec. 17, and will not 
return until Jan. 31. 

“But I’m confident in the 
fact that we can work this 


out so that, together, you 
know, not putting the cart 
ahead of the horse here or 
anything ... (we can) ap¬ 
proach Ottawa and see if 
they’re going to be in on it,” 
Estabrooks said. 

He also said the province 
hasn’t asked developer Joe 
Ramia how firm the Janu¬ 
ary deadline is. 

The price of the conven¬ 
tion centre will remain 
fixed at $159 million until 
Jan. 15, with the province 
and municipality being 
asked to contribute $57 
million each. • alex boutilier 


Proposal 

The province's offer, 
revealed to Halifax region¬ 
al council on Oct. 19 , 
included a property tax ex¬ 
emption on the 
convention centre and the 
disposition of the current 
trade centre. 

The municipality's counter¬ 
offer is not yet known, but 
Estabrooks stressed the 
province is open to 
compromise.

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Act gives auditor 
all access to docs 


Nova Scotia’s auditor gen¬ 
eral will have access to all 
government business doc¬ 
uments under a new act 
designed to give his office 
broader access to informa¬ 
tion. 

Finance Minister Gra¬ 
ham Steele said Wednes¬ 
day the overhaul of the 
Auditor General Act would 
include access to cabinet 
and solicitor-client docu¬ 
ments, although auditor 
general Jacques Lapointe 
will be required to keep 
the content of the confi¬ 
dential documents private. 

“The improved access to 
information does not 
waive privilege or public 
interest immunity,” said 
Steele. “The content of 
confidential and privileged 
documents will always re¬ 
main protected ... but the 
auditor general will be 
able to see whatever he 
wants to see.” 

Steele said in the event 
of a disagreement over 
what information can be 
released, the legislation 
would enable the auditor 
general to go to court to

Landry under fire 
for Inmate mix-up

Justice Minister Ross 
Landry came under fire on 
Wednesday for waiting an 
entire day to inform the 
public that an inmate at 
the Central Nova Correc¬ 
tional Facility in Burnside 
was mistakenly released. 

Landiy was informed 
late Monday afternoon 
that Vernon Martell, 41, 
was mistakenly released 
after a court date. He was 
sentenced to 84 days in the 
Burnside jail for breaching 
conditions. 

Landiy said he immedi¬ 
ately instructed staff to 
“get the facts” and “get a 
release done up.” But a re¬ 
lease didn’t come until 
6:33 p.m. on Tuesday, after 


a reporter from the Chron¬ 
icle-Herald called the De¬ 
partment of Justice for a 
comment on Martell’s re¬ 
lease. 

Landiy denied charges 


by both the Liberals and 
Tories of attempting to 
control the message 
around Martell’s release, 
saying his staff needed an 
entire day to fact check the

A “clerical error" was 
responsible for Martell’s 
release, according to the 
justice department. 


stoiy. He did not elaborate 
on what facts needed 
checking. 

“If you’re implying 
something, that we tried 
to mess with that, I think 
people should know me by 
now,” he said. “If I know 
the information, we’re get¬ 
ting it out there. I believe 
in transparency, open 
communication.” 

Landiy maintained his 
department would have 
put out a release even if 
Martell had turned himself 
in, which Martell told po¬ 
lice he would on Tuesday 
morning. 

“You either take my 
word on it or you don’t.”

“You have to hope for 
the goodwill and the pa¬ 
tience of the booksellers 
and the readers. I think it’s 
an interesting opportunity 
to slow the world down a 


hair and let people realize 
that good books don’t go 
stale.”

A judge found him 
guilty of sending an offen¬ 
sive, indecent, obscene or 
menacing message. 

On Thursday, Judge 
Jacqueline Davies at Don¬ 
caster Crown Court upheld 
the conviction, saying 
Chambers’ message was 
“obviously menacing.” He 
was ordered to pay $3,225 
in prosecution costs, in ad¬ 
dition to a $620 fine.

Every Christmas season, my girlfriend and 
I hit the snowy road. Destination: The 
Hawkesbury LCBO, where I always leave 
the store with two cases of red wine. 


H undreds 
of Quebe¬ 
cers 
make 
similar 

pilgrimages every year. 

Why? Most bottles are 
cheaper there than in 
Quebec. (Like the SAQ, 
the LCBO is a state mono¬ 
poly. Just less rapacious.) 

But I shouldn’t have to 
go to Hawlcesbuiy. Con¬ 
sumers in Quebec, and 
elsewhere in Canada, 
could find cheaper wines 
home ... if we could just 
break the liquor boards’ 
monopolies across the 
country. 


In Quebec, defenders 
of the status quo keep re¬ 
peating that the SAQ is a 
“cash cow” for the State. 
But this generous yearly 
dividend comes from our 
wallets. We, captive con¬ 
sumers, pay a premium 
for our bottles of Merlot 
and Cabernet Sauvignon. 
The only reason the SAQ 
makes an abnormally 
high profit is because it’s 
a monopoly. Without 
competitors, it can bleed 
consumers. The SAQ 
takes a margin of 40 per 
cent to 135 per cent on 
each bottle it sells. It 
pays $5 to a producer, 
takes a $7 cut and sells 


the bottle for $15 (includ¬ 
ing taxes). Yes, the SAQ is a 
cash cow for politicians.

The problem is not the 
SAQ itself, or the LCBO. 

The problem is the prohi¬ 
bition of competition. In 
Belgium, a non-producing 
country whose population 


and culture are similar to 
Quebec’s, the wine market 
is completely free. 

Hundreds of 
retailers com¬ 
pete with 
each other. 

As a result, 
they have 
three times 
the wines, for 
a third of the 
price. 

Quebecers 
and other 
Canadians 
like wine. 
Many are con¬ 
noisseurs, 
and eager to tiy new vari¬ 
eties and vineyards. They 
deserve better than a state 
monopoly that is clearly 
corked.

Two dramas unfolding in a 
new world of global com¬ 
munications could emerge 
as front-runners at the 
Academy Awards. 

Director David Fincher’s 
The Social Network is set in 
modem times as the 
founders of the website 
Faceboolc battle over their 
creation. Tom Hooper’s The 
King’s Speech takes place 
in the 1920s and ’30s as 
Queen Elizabeth II’s dad 
stmggles with his speech 
impediment at a time 
when the royal family is 
counted on to voice reas¬ 
surance through the new 
medium of radio. 

The Social Network has 
almost universal acclaim, a 
hip subject and impressive 
box-office results since it 
opened Oct. 1. The King’s 
Speech does not open until 
late November, but it’s an 


old-fashioned awards con¬ 
tender; a classy period 
piece that has been an au¬ 
dience favourite at film fes¬ 
tivals for its heart and 
humour. 

Nominations come out 
Jan. 25, with the Oscars 
presented on Feb. 27. 

Here’s we look at some 
predictions for best picture 
and other top Oscar cate¬ 
gories. 

BEST PICTURE 

Assuming The King’s 
Speech and The Social Net¬ 
work make the cut, eight 
other films will compete 
for the remaining slots as 
the Oscars go with 10 best- 
picture nominees again. B 
Blockbusters such as ani¬ 
mated comedy Toy Stoiy 3, 
heist drama The Town and 
Hany Potter and the Death¬ 
ly Hallows: Part 1, the next- 
to-last film in the fantasy 


franchise, are contenders. 

Smaller releases could 
slip in, including Ozark 
thriller and top Sundance 
winner Winter’s Bone, the 
family comic drama The 
Kids Are All Right, 127 
hours, and Never Let Me 
Go, a tragic tale set in an al¬ 
ternate reality. 

Other contenders in¬ 
clude Hereafter, Another 
Year, Somewhere, Barney’s 
Version, Black Swan, True 
Grit and How Do You 
Know. 

BEST ACTOR 

Colin Firth earned his 
first Oscar nomination for 
last year’s A Single Man, 
and some who have seen 
him as George VI in The 
King’s Speech think Oscar 
voters should just hand 
him the best-actor prize. 

There’s plenty of glib¬ 
ness to be had among other 


contenders, including Jesse 
Eisenberg’s savagely biting 
Faceboolc founder in The 
Social Network; James 
Franco as a one-man force 
of nature, playing a climber 
trapped alone in a canyon 
in 127 Hours; and Paul Gia- 
matti in the life stoiy of a 
crusty producer of schlock 
TV in Barney’s Version. 

Other possibilities are 
Ben Affleck for The Town; 
Javier Bardem, Biutiful; Jim 
Broadbent, Another Year; 
Matt Damon, Hereafter; 
Leonardo DiCaprio, Incep¬ 
tion; Stephen Dorff, Some¬ 
where; Robert Duvall, Get 
Low; Aaron Eclchart, Rabbit 
Hole; Ryan Gosling, Blue 
Valentine; and Sean Penn, 
Fair Game. 

BEST ACTRESS 

Natalie Portman is an 
unholy terror in Black 
Swan. A past supporting-ac¬ 


tress nominee for Closer, 
Portman gives herself com¬ 
pletely to her role as a 
goody two-shoes ballerina 
whose menacing dark side 
emerges as she prepares 
for her dream role in Swan 
Lake. 

Annette Bening domi¬ 
nates The Kids Are All Right 
as the acerbic authoritarian 
in a family of lesbian par¬ 
ents.

Other Drugs; Sally 
Hawkins, Made in Dagen¬ 
ham; Nicole Kidman, Rab¬

CINEMA'S TAKE ON TV 



T here are no sec¬ 
ond chances or 
do-overs in live 
television. Just 
ask the cast of 
the Armchair 
Theatre play Underground 
who had to continue 
performing even though 
the star of the show, 

Gareth Jones, died during 
the live broadcast. The 
show, as they say, must go 
on whether your star drops 
dead, you have a wardrobe 
malfunction, or, as we see 
in this weekend’s Morning 
Glory, your co-hosts can’t 
stand one another. 

The unpredictability of 
live television is exciting, 
so it’s not surprising that 
movies about TV have been 
around almost since the 
boob tube’s beginnings. 


Just nine years after reg¬ 
ular commercial network 
television programming 
began in the U.S. A Face in 
the Crowd, Andy Griffith’s 
1957 film debut, showed 
the dangers of live 
television. The future Andy 
of Mayberiy played Larry 
“Lonesome” Rhodes, a 
charismatic television star 
whose career falls apart 
when an open microphone 
picks up a rant about his 
viewers — he calls them 
“idiots, morons, and 
guinea pigs” — during a 
live show. 

That rant ruined 
Lonesome’s career but in 
Network the immediacy of 
a live tirade was used to 
much different effect. Peter 
Finch plays longtime news 
anchor Howard Beale who 


reignites his career with a 
series of angry diatribes 
and the catchphrase, “I’m 
as mad as hell, and I’m not 
going to take this 
anymore!” The motto 
struck a chord with people 
ever since. 

A very different slogan, 
inspired by the amiable 
goodbye Edward R. 

Murrow used to sign-off his 
broadcasts, served as the ti¬ 
tle of Good Night and Good 
and Good Luck. The stoiy 
of Murrow’s battles against 
McCarthyism showed the 
power of early television, 
allowing Murrow to expose 
Communist hunter Joe Mc¬ 
Carthy for what he was — 
a fear monger — live on 
air. “We will not be driven 
by fear into an age of 
unreason,” he said. 

Perhaps the best movie 
about live television is My 
Favorite Year, a 
fictionalized account of Er¬ 
rol Flynn’s appearance on 
the variety program Your 
Show of Shows. It’s a fren¬ 
zied and very funny 
account that breathes new 
life into the saying “the 
show must go on.” Best 
line? “I’m not an actor, I’m 
a movie star!”

When Naomi Watts was 
cast as outed CIA agent Va¬ 
lerie Plame in Fair Game, 
director Doug Liman had 
just one criticism of her. 

“Doug said, ‘You’re too 
soft and maternal, and 
you’re going to boot 
camp,”’ she remembers. “I 
did some paramilitary 
training for three days. So 
don’t mess with me.” 

The reason she looked a 
bit maternal, of course, 
was because she had just 
given birth to her second 
son with husband Liev 
Schreiber. 

“Basically, I had a baby 
on December 13, I read 
the script on December 28 
and we were filming in 
February,” she says. 

And while three days 


may not seem like all that 
long, the grueling training 
she went through — 
alongside actual govern¬ 
ment trainees — sounds 
pretty gruesome. At least 
the details she’s allowed to 
disclose, that is. 

“There’s one thing I’m 
not even allowed to talk 
about,” she says. “As Doug 
walked out, they sort of 
kicked me in the shins 
and threw me to the 
ground and I went, ‘Ow!’ 
and he said, ‘OK, don’t say 
ow again unless you need 
to go to the hospital.’ So it 
was intense.” 

Luckily, she had some 
support at home, as 
Schreiber was preparing 
for another CIA role in 
Salt while she studied up 
for Fair Game, which 
proved convenient. 

“It was veiy funny and 
veiy strange to have, first 
of all, two of us shooting 


at the same time — that’s 
the first time it ever hap¬ 
pened with us — and sec¬ 
ond of all that we were 
both playing spies,” she 
says.

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Potter gets set for 
final pair of films

Hariy Potter’s journey is 
nearly over. 

Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows: Part 1 - 
the next-to-last install¬ 
ment in the film franchise 
about the teen wizard - 
premiered Thursday in 
London ahead of its the¬ 
atrical release next week. 

The adaptation of J.K. 
Rowling’s seventh and fi¬ 
nal novel comes in two in¬ 
stallments, with the 
second film due out next 
July. 

Fans may leave frustrat¬ 
ed that they have to wait 
eight months for the fi¬ 
nale, but Rowling’s last 
book needed to be broken 
into two parts for the big 
screen, said Daniel Rad- 
cliffe, who stars as Harry. 

“I was always veiy much 
in favour of it being two 


parts, and I think most 
people were, simply be¬ 
cause we all realized there 
was no way you could do 
justice to the book and re¬ 
ally capture the story in 
one film,” Radcliffe told 
The Associated Press. 

In the first six books, 
there was secondary action 
that could be cut from the 
movies, “themes, which 
while exciting and fans 
love them, simply don’t 
add anything to the main 
thrust of the story,” Rad¬ 
cliffe said. “In the seventh 
book, there is very little ex¬ 
traneous stuff that’s not ac¬ 
tually contributing heavily 
to the main plot line.” 

Part 1 sends Harry and 
pals Hermione (Emma 
Watson) and Ron (Rupert 
Grint) outside their usual 
haunts at Hogwarts School 


of Witchcraft and 
Wizardry as they search 
for artifacts that are the 
key to the power of dark 
Lord Voldemort (Ralph Fi¬ 
ennes). 

“It’s kind of an edgy road 
movie where these three 
iconic characters, who 
we’ve always seen in this 
magical place called Hog¬ 
warts, are thrust out in to 
the big, bad world and have 
to fend for themselves and 
survive,” said David Yates, 
who directed both parts of 
Deathly Hallows as well as 
the fifth and sixth Hariy 
Potter films. 

“As much as we love 
Hogwarts, we needed a 
fresh environment. We 
needed to be out of our 
comfort zones, definitely,” 
Watson said.

How do you make a film 
about a runaway train ex¬ 
citing? It’s a vehicle on a 
set track that’s route is 
known before it ever los¬ 
es control. 

The solution director 
Tony Scott came up with 
was to fill the train with 
generic “hazardous mate¬ 


rial” and hire a bunch of 
recognizable actors too 
look sweaty and stressed 
in a never-ending series 
of extreme close-ups. 
Sure, there are a few 
scenes where the train 
crashes into something 
and makes a pretty explo¬ 
sion, but it’s still 
practically impossible to 
be thrilled by a speeding 
train. 

Part of the problem is 
that this is a true story 
that has been dressed up 
with so much Hollywood 
gloss that not a thread of 
reality remains. 

Denzel Washington 
and Chris “Captain Kirk” 
Pine aren’t believable as 


working class train work¬ 
ers for a second and when 
both actors delve into 
their troubled personal 
lives with mid-chase 
monologues the movie 
grinds to a laughable halt 
(if only they could have 
stopped the runaway 
train with melodrama). 

Now, it’s not all bad. 
Tony Scott knows how to 
make a movie look good 
and his use of physical ef¬ 
fects is a nice nostalgic 
change of pace from CGI 
spectacle. Unfortunately 
none of that changes the 
fact that Unstoppable is 
just one big dumb hollow 
movie.

Avril Lavigne says 
fourth record is set for re¬ 
lease after “bureaucratic 
BS” held it back for a year. 

Writing on her MySpace 
blog, the 26-year-old pop- 
punker betrayed agitation 
with her record company, 
which she felt made the 
process of crafting her al¬ 
bum even more difficult. 

“I’m done with my 4th 
record!!! Well, actually I 
have been done for a year... 
and now my record com¬ 
pany have finally decided 
to release it,” she wrote in 
a post on Wednesday. 
“OMG...How nice! Thanks 
guys. 

“This has been a really 
difficult record for me to 
create and to release. Not 
only is this the most mean¬ 
ingful and special record I 
have written, it is sincere, 
honest and close to my 
heart. 

“But for the first time I 
experienced a bunch of bu¬ 
reaucratic BS. People do 
their best work when they 
are doing what they want, 
love and is natural for 
them, not when you are 
forcing them to be some¬ 
thing that they are not.” 

Lavigne wrote that she 
produced tracks for the 
new record alone for the 
first time. She says the al¬ 
bum includes tracks she 



friends. 

“I have pushed myself 
and I feel proud,” she 
wrote. The Ontario na¬ 
tive’s last record was 
2007’s The Best Damn 
Thing. The Juno-nominat- 
ed album featured the No. 
1 hit Girlfriend and went 
platinum twice in Canada. 
It also sold well around the 
world. But the intervening 
years have been tumul¬ 
tuous for Lavigne. She an¬ 
nounced her divorce from 
Sum 41 frontman Deiyck 
Whibley last year and de¬ 
cided to make a manage¬ 
ment change. This fourth 
record has been trouble¬ 
some, too. It was originally 
slated for release in fall, 
2009. Later, Lavigne told 
reporters it would see a 
June release. 

“I know you guys have 
been waiting for a long 
time...and so have I, but 
not by choice,” she wrote. 

She says the first single 
from the album is called 
What the Hell. She’s plan¬ 
ning on shooting the video 
in two weeks, aiming at a 
January release date. 

Lavigne wrote that she’s 
also working on her cloth¬ 
ing line, Abbey Dawn, 
which she plans to take in¬ 
ternationally.

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Dead both disgusts and delights 


O AMC show offers an uncommon, 
sympathetic spin on horror genre

If you missed The Walking 
Dead last week, you 
missed a top contender 
for the most deliciously 
gross scene in television 
history. 

In a desperate ploy to 
escape undetected by the 
zombies crowding down¬ 
town Atlanta, Sheriff Rick 
Grimes decided to fool 
them with a deathly mas¬ 
querade. He found a zom¬ 
bie carcass and chopped it 
up with an axe, then 
smeared hunks of these 
goopy remains on his 
clothing. But he did it 
with respect. Rick, a man 
of conscience, first took a 
moment to mourn the or¬ 
dinary guy this monster 
used to be. 

Rick's fellow refugee, 
Glenn, who used to deliv¬ 
er pizza, was no less 
aghast at Rick's plan than 
were the viewers. 

“If bad ideas were an 
Olympic event,” said 


Glenn, “this would take 
the gold.” 

But the ruse worked - at 
least, until a sudden rain¬ 
storm outed Rick and 
Glenn by rinsing off their 
guts-and-stench disguise. 
They had to make a run 
for it. 

By turns macabre, sus¬ 
penseful, poignant and 
horribly funny, The Walk¬ 
ing Dead is TV in a class by 
itself. So maybe it's no 
wonder that this AMC dra¬ 
ma was an instant hit 
with its premiere Hal¬ 
loween night, drawing 
more than 5.3 million 
viewers, followed the next 
week by an audience near¬ 
ly as large. 

Based on the popular 
comic book of the same 
name, The Walking Dead 
depicts the aftermath of a 
zombie apocalypse con¬ 
fronted by a tattered 
group of survivors just 
outside Atlanta. 


Principal among them 
is Rick (played by series 
star Andrew Lincoln), 
who, in the series pre¬ 
miere, woke alone in a 


hospital from a gunshot- 
wound-induced coma to 
find the world flipped up¬ 
side down. His wife and 
young son were among 


the missing. He fears they 
have died. 

Now Rick and a band of 
other humans who sur¬ 
vived the invasion must 


defend themselves against 
these so-called walkers, crea¬ 
tures always hungiy for some¬ 
thing - like a human - to feed 
on. 

Happily, The Walking Dead 
not only defies horror-movie 
cliches, but also charts its 
own course in dramatizing a 
hideous plague and a shat¬ 
tered society. 

As one counterintuitive 
twist, this series must be one 
of the quietest TV shows on 
record. Long, meditative 
stretches target characters 
trying to make sense of 
what's befallen them in such 
a soundless fashion you may 
think your TV is on the fritz. 

Even the zombies, unless 
provoked, don't make much 
racket - mostly plaintive hiss¬ 
es and whimperings that can 
make you ache for them as 
much as recoil. 

The series is beautifully 
styled and photographed, 
whether in the ravaged bleak¬ 
ness of downtown Atlanta, 
which has fallen to the zom¬ 
bies, or the piney-woods re¬ 
treat, where a number of 
survivors are hiding out.

When two-time team MVP 
Tomas Knotelc moved on to 
the pros in the summer, the 
Halifax Mooseheads knew 
someone would have to fill 
the offensive void.

“He’s asserted himself as 
a real dynamic player in 


this league and it’s great to 
see,” says Mooseheads head 
coach Bobby Smith. 

Gelinas, a 2009 fourth- 
round draft choice who is 
in just his second QMJHL 
season, is on pace for 37 
goals after potting a hat 
trick last Saturday. He leads 
the team in goals with 12 
and has 20 points in 22 
games heading into Friday’s 
7 p.m. home game against 
the P.E.I. Rocket. 

Along with top-line run¬ 
ning mate Martin Frlc, Geli¬ 


nas suddenly has become 
the Herd’s go-to offensive 
player.
